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1. Use of ay^suYfated polysaccharide selected from the group consisting of sulfated 
cellulose derivatives and sulfated polyanionic polysaccharides for the preparation of a 

5 composition for the treatment of a chronic wound. 

2. Use according to claim 1, wherein the sulfated polysaccharide is selected from 
the group consisting of sulfated hydroxyethyl cellulose, sulfated carboxymethyl 
cellulose and sulfated oxidized regenerated cellulose. 
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3. Use according to claim 2, wherein the sulfated polysaccharide is sulfated 
oxidized regenerated cellulose, 

4. Use according to claim 1, wherein the sulfated polysaccharide is selected from 
' the group consisting of sulfated alginates, sulfated pectins and sulfated hyaluronic acid. 

5. Use according to claim 4, wherein ihe sulfated polysaccharide is a sulfated 
alginate. 

6. Use according to any preceding claim, wherein the sulfated polysaccharide 
comprises an average of at least 0.1 sulfate groups for each saccharide residue of the 
polysaccharide. 

7. Use according to claim 6, wherein the sulfated polysaccharide comprises an 
average of at least 1 sulfate group for each saccharide residue of the polysaccharide. 

Use according to^any^ r e cedrng cl ainv-iwherein the sulfated polysacchande has 
an average molecular weight in the range 25,000 to 250,000.
